| by the ehief surgeon. He was stationed
in the Island of Cebn, Panay acd other
|islands of the Philippine group. Hse
says fhat a large per cent of the troops
| nltimately saecamb to tha climala and
|that & good majority of the soldiers
| wonld ounly be too glad to get back to
| their native land.

Mr. Thomas was safflicted with io-
testinal troubls snch as afflict most of
the soldiers. He wa= discharged on
aocount of disability received in the
service dae to climatic diseasss.

Nevifls, of ithe Reck Isinnd, Says
Employss are Now ian Faver of the
Sysiem of Uiscipline,

At the last meeting of the St. Louis
Ballway club, au excellent paper was
rand on ¥The Brown System of Disci
piine” by W. Q. Neville, of Topeka.
Mr. Neville is ehief clerk ia the office
of Buaperintendent 'W. H. Stillwsll, of
the Rock Island. The following ex-
tracts are taken [rom Msr Nevill's
paper:

“The nucleus to the snccessful hand-
ling of smployes lies in that which will
bring the employer and smploys closar
tagethar. Good resuaits cannot be ob-
tained with & breach between them.
The sueccess of one depends on the
other. Au ioterest in the welfare of
the employe, displayed by the employ-
er, most bring good results. Disecip-
line sdministerad with tha air of a
ponishment, exsepl in extreme cases,
18 wrong and will a¢t as 5 boomerang
on the object for which it was intand-
ed. The administering of diseciplinary
metbods is an art and s scienps, and
its objsot shoald not be to maks the
employe feel that it is osed wholly for
the interests of the company he serves,
but that his welfars is of equal import-
ance and consideration, sud that its
application is simply ameans of educa
tion and a training, & rule for main-
taining order and regularity. ]

“Every hosest aud intelligent rail
way amploys prides himsslf on making
s good record and I believe that any
system based on the merits of the emn
ploye and his work will oreate & ooop-
erative interest in the man that ean
never be obtained by tarowing him oat
of employment for a nambar of days.
*ldleness breeds contempt.' and this,
coupled with the rédacing of his In-
come, will not leave a favorable im
pression or kindly feeling towards his
employer.

“I bayve had an opportunity to observe
the practical working of the Brown
system on the Chicago, Rock Islsnd &
Pacific railway sinve October 1, 1896,
and while its introdoetion was leoked
apon with misiving by many of the em-
ployes, they have sinoe educsted them-
salyves to its prinoiples and I dare say
that to day that & very small peroesut
would wan? to return to the old prac-
tire, It has undoubtedly created =
bigher plane of thooght and aspiration
smong the men, as they realizs that
their worth depends on their record,
They undoubtedly ars using more
strenoous efforts to keep their record
clear of demirit ‘browaes,' as they
term it, than was dons to avoid suspen-
sion.

“] believe the keystone of discipline
is in keeping the employer and smploye
a= ¢lose together as possible, for thesn
their. interests mast necessarily be
centered on the same objset. I think
the new system makes greater strides
in that direotion than the suspension
could esver aceomplish.™
